Cowley exnerienced the worst Mia. 
aster in its history when, at 4 a.m. 
Tuesday, February 19th, fire which 
started in the kitchen of the Cowley 
hotel, gained headway and destroyed 
that o!d landmark, together with sev- 
eral adjoining buildings. 

‘One of the guests of the hotel was 
the first. to awaken, when his room, 
‘The alarm was 
given and all inmates were aroused. 
Only a few of them saved a: bare. 
outfit of wearing apparel. 

The strong west wind made it im- 

possible to save the structure, though 
the volunteer firemen did all possible. 
|The hotel. was soon a mass of flames, 
which soon communicated to the ad- 
joining Masonic hall building, the 
power floor of which was occupied as 

a restaurant. This building soon’ was 
ablaze and the next to go was. the 
garage of the Cowley Motors. From 
the garage, fifteen cars and all ayail- 
able stock and tools were safely re- 
moved and the fire was held there, 
next to the Christie block, which was 
saved. : 

The old garage building on the east 
side. of the street from the hotel was 
on fire many times, but hard fighting 
saved it and prevented: spread east- 
wards. 

When the hotel fire was at its 
height, the .C.P.R. station and freight 
sheds were endangered. | —

The interests of the 
Dominion demand the removal of any cause for such feeling. Further, 
whatever arguments may have been convincing in 1905 for retention of the 
public domain by the Dominion on the ground that they could administer 
them better than could the newly created provinces with all the manifoia 
tasks before them, and with’ but small populations and financial resources, 
those arguments are removed now that there are over two million people 
in the three prairie provinces with fully developed governmental institu- 
tions and strong financial credit. 

Constitutional issues, it is true, are involved in any consideration of 
ths matter. The West does not, and cannot, accept the interpretation 
placed upon certain enactments by the Dominion and the Eastern provinces, 
notwithstanding that Eastern opinion is greatly modified to what it was a 
few years ago. © It would, however, be a mistake for the negotiating par- 
ties to take up positions based soley upon constitutional grounds,. To do.so 
would mean long and expensive litigation right through to the Privy Council, 
in England. Then, when the legal and constitutional issues were finally 
settled, an army of expert accountants would have to be engaged for years 
to delve into all the many transactions involving lands and resources since 
the passage of the first Dominion Lands Act, in 1872. ‘
